REPORTS
A. Taxi Cab Report-Terre Hirsch

Mr. Hirsch reported that the temporary permits will expire on December 28, 2008. Staff
will be soliciting applications to fill the open permits. He suggested a special meeting to
review the taxi cab company applications. Mr. Justl, Mr. Gussow, Mr. Malone, Mr.
Hirsch, Ms. Francis, Mr. Terranova, and Mr. Johnson participated in the discussion.

Joseph Terranova motioned, and Brian Malone seconded, to move the December
11, 2008 meeting to December 4, 2008. Celeste Francis substituted the motion to
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have a taxi cab meeting on November 13, 2008 and decide at that time whether to
have another special meeting other than the regularly scheduled one on
December 11, 2008. Motion passed unanimously.

B. Request to Raise Taxi Rates by United Taxi of the Southwest-Ken Johnson

Mr. Hirsch reported that United Taxi of the Southwest filed a request to raise their taxi
cab rates. Mr. Malone, Mr. Hirsch, Ms. Francis, and Mr. Johnson participated in the
discussion.

Celeste Francis motioned, and Brian Malone seconded, to “note and file” the
request. Motion passed unanimously.

C. Presentation by Nestor of Red Light Running Technology—Julia Rodriguez

Mr. Johnson stated that staff has been working with Nestor on a program to prevent red
light running and the possibility of collisions resulting from them. Nestor is the only
company offering a traffic collision avoidance feature in red light running technology.
Mr. Justl, Mr. Terranova, Mr. Malone, Mr. Kriske, Mr. Heins, Mr. Flad, Mr. Gussow, Mr.
Herman, Ms. Francis, and Lt. Caruso participated in the discussion.

Joseph Terranova motioned, and Brian Malone seconded, to approve the 1-year
trial period of a red light running program from Nestor at the intersection
discussed. Motion passed with one opposition from David Justl.

D. Status of Recreational Vehicle Pﬁrking in Burbank-Ken Johnson

Mr. Johnson informed the committee that staff will work with City Attorney’s Office to
provide a draft ordinance to the committee before going to City Council. Mr. Justl, Mr.
Herman, Lt. Caruso, Mr. Gussow, Mr. Malone, Mr. Flad, Mr. Terranova, and Mr.
Johnson participated in the discussion.
